State Board df Health Sends 


Out Warning A'gainst 


Whooping Cottgh 
, 


Grand Porks, N. D., July 9.—We 
re in tha midnt of Mre-whoepteg 
cough season, 
declares the State 


Board of Health. This note of warn- 
ing is sounded because there is a ten- 
dency on the part of many parents to 
regard whooping cough as a trivial 
malady from which all children must 
suffer. "So long as this vicious and 
entirely fallacious assumption pre- 
vails," says Dr. Robert Oleson, "the 
disease will continue to exact its 
toll in prolonged suffering and pre- 
mature death, among innocent chil- 
dren. 


"The record of sickness and death 


clearly show," says the announce- 
ment of the State Board of Health, 
"that whooping cough ranks high 
as a child-killer. Over ninety per- 
cent of the .children who succumb 
to this dread disease are under five 
years of age. This fact strongly sug- 
gests the special need for protect- 
ing children in this age group against 
whooping cough infection. 


"Parent*-should'know that whoop- 


ing cough is caused bV germs which 
are transferred from the sick to the 
well in droplets 
during coughing. 


The germs may also be transferred 
from the hands of the sick, which 
are liable to become soiled daring 
paroxysms of coughing. The disease 
usually' develops from one to two 
weeks after exposure to another case 
as a cold and a deep, dry, spasmodic 
cough, often accompanied by vomit- 
ing. When a child shows these signs 
or it is. known that* there has been 
definite exposure to whopping cough 
the family physician should be con- 
sulted immediately." 


.Whooping Cough Vaccine 


There is a whooping cough vaccine 


which is given to prevent the. disease 
and to lessen its severity after the 
disease begins. This is not an in- 


relief in gome instances and should 
therefore be used. 


The whooping cough patient should 


be kept away from "other children 
until the characteristic "whoop" has 
disappeared. It is a violation of the 
health laws to take children to the 
moving picture theaters, churches, 
schools or on street cars. Moreover, 
it is an obligation of the highest or- 
der to report to your health officer 
all cases of whooping cough pr sus- 
pected whooping cough in the. homes 
of others as well as one's own borne. 
Good citizenship demands, a ready 
compliance with these rules. 


"Persons who fail to report case*: 


of whooping cough," concluded the 
statement of the Board, "who refuse 
to display the warning sign on in- 
fecteil homes and/who make no ef- 
forts to control the movement* of 
infected children are most certainly 
contributing to the deaths "of inno- 
cent children."

warning advice' given' to Sweden b.f 
E. T. W. Alexandeiison, of New York, 
chief engineer of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, who is making a 
brief business visit to Sweden, hi? 
native land. The Radio Corporation 
has entered its bid for delivery of 
aparatus and equipment for the new 
high-power wireless station, which 
Sweden is now building on its west 
coast. 


In an interview with the Stockholm 


press, Mr. Alcxandcrsson, a well- 
known radio expert, explained that 
only an extremely limited number of 
trans-Atlantic radio stations Vould 
be oberatcd 
successfully 
without 


serious 
interference. 
He 
said 


that various countries had already 
reserved most of the wave-lengths 
suitable for trans-Atlantic communi- 
cation, and only a few were left. The 
wave-lengths best suited for such 
long distance transmission, arc be- 
tween 10,000 and 20,000 meters. The 
wave-lengths between 11,500 and 17,- 
000 meters have been reserved, while 
Poland has applied for the 18,000 
meter length. 


Mr. Alexandersson declared that in
